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REMARKS 

Claims 1-3, 6-9, 1 1, 14-25 are now in case. 

Applicants appreciate and acknowledge the mention by the Examiner that claim 19 is 
allowed and that claim 13 would be allowable if claim 1 were amended to include all the feattues 
of claim 13. 

Applicants have canceled claims 12 and 13 without prejudice. 
Applicants have added claims 20-25* 

Applicants have amended independent claims 1 and 14 to mclude the feature of a surface 
topology of parts of the cartridge member and the air moving member match each other, wherein 
the surface topology comprises a hemispherical design. 

Each of these amendments is supported by the specification, claims and dmwings as filed. 

Spedfication 

As requested by the Examiner, Applicants have amended the specification to indicate the 
current status of the parent application. 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of the objection are therefore respectfiilly requested. 

Rejection under 35 U.&C. § 102 

Claims 1-3, 6. 14, 16-18 and 20 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Aibe et al. *548. 

Applicants submit that claims I and 14 have been amended to include the feature of a 
surface topology of parts of the cartridge member and the air moving member match each 
other, wherein the surface topology comprises a hemispherical design. 

It is applicants' position that these amendments overcome the rejection. 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejections are therefore respectfully requested. 

Rejection under 35 U.&C § 103 

Claims 1-3, 6, 14, 16-18 and 20 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(a) as being 
unpatentable over the '076 reference. 
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Claims 9 and 15 have been rejected under 35 U,S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Aibe et al. *548 in view of Stamper '948, 

Claims 7 and 8 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
FR '076 or Aibe et al. '548 in view of DeRuiter et al. " 1 69. 

Claims 1-3, 6, 9, 11, 12, 14. 16-18 and 20 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 
102(a) as being unpatentable over Nicks et al/ 1 SL 

Applicants submit that claims 1 and 14 have been amended to include the feature of a 
surface topology of parts of the cartridge member and the air moving member match each 
other, wherein the surface topology comprises a hemispherical design. 

It is applicants' position that these amendments overcome the rejection. 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejections are therefore respectfully requested. 

It is submitted that all the claims are in condition for allowance. Early and favorable 
action on all claims is therefore requested.
